The  Birth  Rate  for  1954  has  risen,  18.51  in  1954,  15*49  in 

1953,  14.30  in  1952,  18.84  in  1951 

The  number  of  births  exceed  the  number  of  deaths  by  24. 

4 stillbirths  have  been  recorded. 

The  crude  Birth  Rate  v/as  18,51  per  1,000  estimated  home 
population.  By  applying  the  Comparability  Factor  of  1*00,  the 
standardised  Birth  Rato  remained  at  18,51. 

43  persons  died  in  1954,  of  these  23  were  over  the  age  of 
70  years.  The  crude  Death  Rate  v/as  11,88  per  1,000  estimated  home 
population.  By  applying  the  Comparability  Factor  of  0.77,  the 
standardised  Death  Rate  v/as  9.15.  This  is  less  than  the  Death  Rate 
in  England  and  ¥ales,  1954,  and  Blandford  in  1953. 

The  Comparability  Factor  is  v/orked  out  for  each  district  by  the 
Registrar  General,  The  purpose  of  this  factor  is  to  level  out  the 
differences  in  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the 
various  districts,  and  enable  more  accurate  comparisons  to  be  made 
of  birth  and  death  rates  in  other  areas. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  di'^heria,  whooping  cough, 
meningococcal  infections,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  nor  from 
poliomyelitis.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABOEATORI 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  at  Dorchester  has 
continued  to  give  the  district  generous  service.  The 
Laboratory  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examination  of  v/ater, 
milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foods. 

It  also  examines  specimens  for  diagnosis  in  the  case  of  infectious, 
or  suspected  infectious  diseases,

The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  district  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  operating  day  and  night  from  Castleman 
House,  This  service  also  covers  the  Rural  District. 


MTERixTITY  AND  CHILD  Y/ELPARE  SERVICES 


The  Dorset  County  Council  provide  an  ante-natal  clinic  and 
an  infant  v/elfare  centre  once  a fortnight.  These  are  held  in  the

The  ?»rater  is  supplied  by  the  Blandford  Water  Undertaking  ovmed  by  the 
Council.  The  t\7o  sources  of  v/ater  are  at  Black  Lane  and  Blandford  St.  Mry. 
The  former,  a borehole,  together  V7ith  a group  of  "shallov/  v/ells"  and  adits,  and 
the  latter  a "shallovr  \7ell  " v/ith  an  adit.  The  depth  of  the  borehole  is 
100  feet. 


The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  during  the  water  abstraction  year 
was  153476,600  gallons.  The  v/ater  abstraction  year  runs  from  the  1st  November 
to  the  31st  October,  1954. 

49  premises  v/ere  connected  to  the  mains  during  the  year,  and  11 
in  the  Rural  District. 

191  houses  are  supplied  with  standpipes,  the  remainder  have  v/ater  inside 
the  premises.

The  nitrates  are  higher  than  in  previous  samples,  but  as  the  water  is  of  high 
organic  purity  and  the  chemical  analysis  shows  no  sigh  of  pollution,  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  very  satisfactory  for  both  drinking  and  domestic  pui^poses, 
Hov/ever,  it  v/ould  be  advisable  to  increase  the  chlorination  so  as  to  leave  a 
residue  of  about  0,002  p.p.m,

During  the  season,  the  bath  water  v/as  tested  for  chlorine  content  by 
the  attendant  three  times  per  day. 

19  samples  of  v/ater  wore  taken  from  the  Swimming  Baths  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  samples  proved  satisfactory. 


SMRACE 

Considering  the  Sev.^crage  ¥orks  are  overloaded,  they  have  been 
vrorking  as  well  as  can  be  expected. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future,  m.ajor  repair  work  will  be  undertaken. 

Maintenance  v/ork  on  public  sewers  has  been  carried  out  and  69 
blocka.ges  have  been  cleared  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 

In  November,  the  Public  Analyst  reported  that  the  effluent  was 
unsatisfactory  and  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  sewage  disposal.

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of 
ice  cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  of  any  one  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a series 
of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six  monthly  period,  50  per  cent 
of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent  into  Grades  1 or 
2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent  into  Grade  3 and  none  into  Grade  4* 

Due  to  inadequacy  of  staff,  far  too  few  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year.
